REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 23 


HEALTH WORK IN THE SCHOOLS 


No phase of school administration and instruction is more im 
portant than the safeguarding of the health of our school children, 
yet this is one of the most neglectetd phases. We are accustomed 
to think that because our young people are reared in the pure 
country air, and spend so much of their their time out of doors, 
they must be stronger and healthier than city children. Contrary 
to general belief, this is not often the case, for study of statistics 
shows that all of the most common ailments of children are more 
prevalent in rural districts than in the cities, 


If we are to compare our schoolhouses with those of ten or 
twenty years ago, we certainly have a right to be very proud of 
the progress made. Yet at the same time the ideals of what rural 
school ought to be have been influenced by studies of the problem 
made by physicians and sanitary experts. Efforts have been made 
to standardize rural school buildings, so that they shall be as sani- 
tary and wholesome in all essential particulars as the best home in 
the community, or the best school building in the city. Country 
‘children certainly deserve as much health and happiness as city 
children. They should have as sanitary and attractive schools, and 
as intelligent and effective health care, as school children in the 
cities. 


From a pamphlet recently published by Dr. Thomas Wood, the 
following is quoted: 


TEN SANITARY COMMANDMENTS FOR RURAL SCHOOLS 


In every school which may be considered passably sanitary 
the following conditions shall obtain: 


1. Heating by at least a properly jacketed stove. (No un- 
jacketed stove to be alowed.) Avoid overheating. Temperature 
should never go above 68 degrees F. There should be a thermometer 
in every school room. 


Ventilation by open windows when weather permits and by 
opening of windows at frequent intervals even in winter. 


2. Lighting from left side of room (or from left and rear) 
through window space at least one-fifth of floor space in area. 


3. Cleanliness of school as good as in the home of a careful 
housekeeper. 


4. Furniture sanitary in type, and easily and frequently 
cleaned. Seats and desks adjustable and hygienic in type. _ 
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5. Drinking water from a pure source provided by a sanitary 
drinking fountain. 


6. Facilities for washing hands, and individual towels. 


7. Toilets and privies sanitary in type and in care (with no 
cesspools unless water tight) and no neglected privy boxes or- 
vaults. 


8. Flies and mosquitoes excluded by thorough screening of 
school houses and toilets. 


9. Obscene and defacing marks absolutely absent from school- 
houses and privies. 


10. Playground of adequate area (100 sq. ft. per child) for 
every rural school. 


Judging our own schoolhouses by the above standards, we reach 
the following conclusions: 


1 The heating arrangement was by jacketed stove at one 
time. but because of some defect in its installation, it was re- 
moved. Another attempt should be made to see if it cannot be ad- — 
justed satisfactorily. 


2. The lighting of the schoolroom is from tne left of the — 
~unil-, and would be satisfactory if the walls were tinted and the 
ceilline whitened, 


3. Thanks to the efforts of our teachers, the schoolroom is 
kept fairly clean Until the district can afford more money for 
janitor service, it will be difficult to keep the schoolhouse as clean 
as Dr. Wood’s third commandment requires. 


4, Modern adjustable desks should be provided. 


5. Drinking water is contained in a stone jar, and the pupils 
have individual cups. A drinking fountain of the bubbler type © 
would be a more desirable arrangement, and could be secured for 
about twenty dollars. 


6. The facilities for washing hands consist of one wash basin 
and none too much water. Individual towels should be provided. 


lord 


7. The toilets with proper care can be kept passably sanitary. 
8. Screens have been provided for windows and doors. 


9. Thanks to the vigilance of our teachers ana the pride and 
self-respect of our children, the building has been kept practically 
free from jack-knife, chalk ,and pencil marks. 

10. The Randolph school has the best playground in three 
towns. 
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In addition to sanitary buildings, the following provisions 
ought to be made for the better health of our children: 
(a) Health examinations, including dental inspection, at least 
once a year. 


(b) Follow-up work by school nurse, physician, or teacher, to 
see that defects are corrected. 


(ec) Health care in the school, including health instruction, 
warm school lunches, tooth brush drills and inculeation of all health 
habits. 


(d) Cooperation of all available individuals and organizations 
for the promotion of health and welfare of the schoolchildren of 
Randolph. 


GENERAL COMMENT. 


The greatest handicap to the interest and progress of our chil- 
dren ig our small numbers. The schools of Randolph have always 
been small, but it is especially difficult to make satisfactory pro- 
oress this year with an enrollment of only ten, and not more than 
two in any one grade. It requires a teacher of unusual ability to 
do good work with such small classes, where the spirit of competi- 
tion is absent. 


Next year, there will probably be only six left out of present 
small group. These include four children of the Simonds family, 
and two Goulter children. Two children who live near Bowman 
station already attend the Whitefield school. Unless the number 
of pupils turns out to be larger than present indications cause us 
to expect, it certainly would be a saving of money to the district to 
transport all of our pupils to Whitefield, and it would probably also 
better serve the educational interests of the children. They would 
certainly have the advantage of excellent schools and most of their 
travel would be on the train where thev would be well protected 
from inclement weather. 


Summary of Recommendations: 


1. The matter of transporting our pupils to Whitefield should 
be seriously considerd. 


2. If it thought best to continue our school under the present 
plan, teachers with normal training and unusual general ability 
should be secured whenever possible, even if the expense is slightly 
more than in the past. Other towns throughout the State have 
had to raise teachers’ salaries from 15 to 50 percent, and if the 
teacher shortage continues, as it seems likely to do, we may have 
to raise the salary of our teacher. 
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3. Medical inspection by a competent physician should be 
provided for all school children. 


4. The schoolhouse should be equipped with a jacketed stove, 
if it can be made to give satisfaction; with modern adjustable 
desks, a drinking fountain, and every precaution should be taken 
to keep the building in perfect sanitary condition. The walls and- 
ceiling are discolored and should be repainted.
